(By Guy Weadick) 

Recently I received a book from a 
very good friend of “mine named 
Frank G. Menke, one of America’s 
outstanding sport writers. It is en¬ 
titled “All Sports Record- Book,’’ 
which is an authentic encyclopedia, of 
athletics, compiled by Mr. Menke. 

Not being familiar with the game 
of “curling,** upon reading the ac¬ 
count ■ of the recent successful bon- 
spiel held in High River, as carried in 
the January 10th issue of The Times, 
I looked 4ip the history of Curling ii\ 
Mr. Menke’s book. Thinking this in¬ 
formation may be of interest to many 
of your readers I pass it along for 
their indulgence. 

Curling, sometimes called “bowling 
on ice,” is one of the few games 
which lads and lassies who' concoct 
histories do not insist was originated 
by Greece, Rome, Persia or Egypt, 
1‘hey agree that it was a European 
creation. After that they disagree. 
Some claim curling started in the 
Netherlands; others traCe Us begin¬ 
ning to the Scandanavians, while still 
more vote for “the Flemish coun¬ 
tries’’ and defy you to find some one 
still alive who can prove them wrong. 

’I he game of curi/ng, no matter 
where its exact place of birth, came 
into existencer-rtate in the 16th cen¬ 
tury and along about 1600 to to 1610, 
was generally played in those coun¬ 
tries of Europe where ice is plenti¬ 
ful in winter time. The Scots gave 
it the name “Curling," but in the 
Netherlands it was known as “Rut- 
ing” as early as .1600. 

If the Scots did not create the 
game they certainly are to be credit¬ 
ed with its development and progress. 
Curling was Scotland’s national win¬ 
ter sport so early as the 16th century 
fpr in 1628, Cameron, a Scot, who had 
gone to sea and inspected the Orkney 
islands, stressed in his report that 
"they contain many excellent stones 
for the game of curling.” 

Curling was played in Scotland for 
more than three centuries without a 
governing body and under regula¬ 
tions the players framed to suit ei¬ 
ther ice conditions,' size of the play¬ 
ing area or the desires of the contest¬ 
ants. But in 1834, an organization 
which called itself the “Amateur 
Curling Club of Scotland,” was form¬ 
ed and proceeded to standardize the 
sport. 

This was supplanted in power on 
Nov. 16, 1838; when the “Grand Cale¬ 
donian Curling Club” was created and 
quickly became the dominating or¬ 
ganization for the game in Scotland. 
In 1842, after Queen Victoria visited 
the club and watched the game, the 
name was changed to the one by 
which it is known today “The Royal 
Caledonian Curling Club.” Following 
the Queen's visifthe Prince Consort 
of England became a patron of the 
Club. 

At the time of its founding the 
Caledonian Association had 28 clubs 
in its membership. In 1800 this in¬ 
creased to 600, by 1900 it was 700. 
And now it is far beyond 1000. 

The sport was introduced into Can¬ 
ada about 1807 and into the United 
States along in the 1820’s. The Or¬ 
chard Lake Club, Pontiac, Mich., was 
the first club organized in the U.S.A. 
to devote itself exclusively to cur¬ 
ling. The Scots in the U.S.A., as well 
as the Dutch, gave the sport consid¬ 
erable impetus through the next fifty 
years, but Canada was apathetic fox 
a long time. Now the entire situation 
is reversed. 

The Grand Curling Club was orig¬ 
inated in New York in 1867 for the 
purpose of staging annual tourna¬ 
ments.

Cortland Park, but win¬ 
ter weather conditions in New York 
in recent years have produced so lit¬ 
tle ice that" many of the oldsters have 
quit the gariie and few youngsters 
have befen recruited. 

The sport still is in great favor In 
Minnesota and Wisconsin and the 
Merriam Medal, emblematic of the 
Minnesota State Championship al¬ 
ways brings crack curlers-lnto compe¬ 
tition for the trophy. * « 

In 1931 a fairly successful effort 
was made to restore curling to its 
former glory in New York, by play¬ 
ing it on indoor rinks. This may briiux 
ibout a definite Vevival of what Its 
devotees call “one of the most glor¬ 
ious sports." 

On the other hand, Canada has 
shown an ever increasing enthusiasm 
through the last 40 years. Few post- 
nonments are caused by lack of ice. 
The bonspiel held annually at Win¬ 
nipeg attracts more than 126 rinks.

The first International curling con¬ 
test was in the winter of 1902-03 be¬ 
tween Scotland and the United 
States, the Americans winning. 

Curling is played on ice, usually 
with four players on each side. The 
“goal” lines are about 38 yards apart 
The object of the game is for the riv¬ 
al players to place a granite or iron 
stone from their own “tee,” into the 
circle in the centre of the rink at the 
opposite end. Each side takes tlms 
in playing the stones,-each member 
of a rink being permitted to play 
two stones. The stones shall not ex¬ 
ceed 44 pounds in weight, no more 
than 36 inches in circumference and 
that the height shall not exceed 4 Vi 
inches. 

In ancient times the stones were 
usually irregular aquared-edged af¬ 
fair. But the rounded stones made 
their appearance in 18GC' and since 
then have come into universal use. 

Canadians and Americans intro¬ 
duced iron stones years ago, at a 
time when there was no limit to 
weight. The Irons then ranged from 
45 up to 115 pounds. 

The old method of propelling the 
stone was to dig holes into it, thrust¬ 
ing the thumb and middle finger into 
those holes and then .pitching the 
stones, as in bowling, toward the foe- 
man’s goal. In more modem tinges a 
stick came into existence which had 
something like clamps on the end. en¬ 
abling the player to get a grip on 
both sides of the stone, releasing the 
grip as the push was made.

Answers 

1. It is the intention of Social 
Credit principles not to go further 
into debt but to decrease the present 
indebtedness in the province, by plac¬ 
ing purchasing ij^pwer in' the hands of 
the consumer it will,improve condi¬ 
tions in every line of business, also 
the people of Alberta will be able to 
invest their savings in provincial 
bonds, a safe investment returning a 
fair commission. * . 

2. A commission would be ap¬ 
pointed consisting of expert members 
from every trade, calling or profes¬ 
sion to investigate carefully the price 
spread ih Alberta and fix the Just 
Price for goods and services. The 
“Just Price” Should include the cost 
of raw materials, the wages for labor 
involved in the production, the wear 
and tear and overhead on machinery 
and plant, insurance on plant equip¬ 
ment and goods,, cost of handling or 
marketing, commission on turnover 
the unearned increment levy. The pri¬ 
ces will be set by this commission of 
experts. 

3. Unearned increment is the term 
used" to designate the value that ac¬ 
crues to goods or property through 
public demand. It is unearned in that 
it is not the outcome of labor, but the 
natural Uutcome of a large number 
of consumers desiring the product. 
ThisTTOdudes an increase in value as 
implied by the term “Increment.” 

4. In the previous answer we 
have explained what Uhearned In¬ 
crement is, and it is that which will 
furnish your basic dividends. The 
basic dividends after making the com 
plete cycle arrives bqpk at the credit 
house again. The sources of unearn¬ 
ed increment will be derived from 
every legitimate form of business op¬ 
erating in the province. 

5. You answer this question your¬ 
self, after the basic dividends have 
made the complete cycle they arrive 
back at the Slate Credit House for 
redistribution. It keeps up a steady 
flow as described in the working of 
the “Perfect Cycle." 

6. Mr. I Aberhart realizes, after 
giving the'matter thought and stuay, 
the enormous amount of preparation 
required to put the Social Credit sys¬ 
tem into operation. He makes this 
estimate of time rather than disap¬ 
point the people by -saying some¬ 
thing could be done in a short time 
and perhaps it would take longer. It 
may take less than 12 to 18 months, 
if so, so much the better. The time 
given by Mr. Aberhart is his conser¬ 
vative estimate.

FODDER SHIPMENTS 
STOP ON FEB FIRST 

Nothing could have been more un¬ 
satisfactory to farmers than the fluc¬ 
tuating and uncertain arrangements 
in connection with the baling and 
shipping 'of wheat and oat straw to 
the United States. Good alKT" bad 
news have alternated for weeks. The 
announcement on January 19 has 
b&n a notice of cancellation of all 
shipments of Alberta fodder for 
North Dakota after February first. 
J. P. Lavasseur of Edmonton, con¬ 
tractor and shipper, stated that this 
notice has necessited a rush in baling 
and consignment on all contracts tak¬ 
en up. Sheriff McGregor of Brandon 
has said that the fodder was not go¬ 
ing into consumption as quickly as 
had been anticipated, and the notice 
from Bismarck, N.D. states that no 
more Canadian fodder would be re¬ 
ceived except that loaded before Feb. 
1 . 

Tfiis puts a number of Alberta far¬ 
mers “on the spot.” The optimistic 
proclamations and notices in the fall 
of 1934 spurred on many farmers to 
assemble equipment, and start baling 
feed. Some of these had contracts, 
or thought they had, some went ahead 
in the sunshine of well founded hope, 
anticipating no trouble in marketing 
this fodder which was apparently so 
badly needed in United States. If any 
of the farmers of this district or else¬ 
where are under any loss through all 
these contradictory notices, there is 
no question but they should be fully 
reimbursed for any outlay. Just who 
should reimburse them can not be 
stated without learning under whose 
authorization notices or contracts 
were made. , 

On January 18, Premier Reid gave 
out a notice that the substantial rail¬ 
way reduction sought by Hon. George 
Hoadley, had been secured for oat 
and wheat straw shipments, thus 
making it possible to ship from any 

pojjit in the province..And an effort 

was apparently to be made to get 
some Alberta g^ipments direct 
through by Coutts to Montana. 

It will be remembered that Hon. 
George Hoadley spoke on this matter 
of fodder for export when in High 
River in December. He did not seem 
to be assured of Sheriff McGregor’s 
arrangements (this was the impres¬ 
sion 0 f the writer) but he did have 
hope that railway reductions would 
be sufficient to justify shipments. 
And his interview at Washington re¬ 
sulted in a tentative agreement for 
the disposal of Alberta fodder. Ap¬ 
proximate-prices were set, with the 
government to announce the prices 
to the people, with all details of 
shipping, etc., and payment to come 
through the government. Mr. Hoad¬ 
ley warned however, that Alberta 
would be the last province from 
which fodder would be taken. 

Apparently the American authori¬ 
ties on fodder relief have changed 
their minds, without regard for ten¬ 
tative agreements, or those eager 
first criOs for fodder.
